THK KA.STKK TIDE. 


_Easter, which is a festival celebrated 
annually in commemoration of the 
Resurrection of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
may occur any date from March 21«! 
to April 25th. The word "Easter" is 
from the Anglo-Saxon, Eastre or Easter; 
German Ostern. As the names of the 
days of the week, it ie a survival of the 
old Teutonic mythology, Eastre was 
the goddess of Spring and in ancient 
times a month of festivity was given in 
her honor. Socrates attributed the in- 
troduction of the festival of Easier 
into the church, to the perpetuation of 
an old usage. 


Easter was observed as early aa the 


year 68. No rule having been laid 
down as to the day of the festival, 
Christians were left to follow their 
own instiucts. Muoh controversy re- 
garding tbe time of its observance was 
indulged m until the Council of Nice 
in 325 ordained that the same day 
should be kept throughout the world. 
This did not, however, settle the date. 
It was established as a rule that Easter 
mast be kept on Sunday, but there 
was no general agreement as to tbe 
crole by which the festival was to be 
calculated—some churches adopting 
one rule, some another. We learn from 
St. Amorose that in 387 the churches 
of Qiul kept E ister on Mai oh 21, 
wbila the churches oE Italy postpoued 
it'o vpnllSiiJ, and those ot Egypl a 
week later si ill, to April 2ot,b. This 
dtvarsiiy was Dually put au end to in 
I7o2 oy the a lot. turn ot uie rule wniob 
makes Krister D»y always tue 
nrot

twenty-first day of March. If tbe full 
moon nappe us upou a Sunday Easter 
is tue Sunday after. 


Mduy pretty customs have been ob 


served m receut years. The decorating 
of ch inches \vii b out flowers aud poi ted 
pi nits, lends suolimaQHSs to tbe occa- 
sion. The preseutlug ot floral mfts to 
one's tuends, and to invalids. With 
some cliuiches in the cities the floral 
decorations are sent to s:ok members 
of ice congregation. 
The gwiug of 


eggs is doubtless the most anoieut, as 
well as uuiversal Easter custom ob- 
served. 
Eggs have been associated 


witii Easter always. 
The Jews be- 


lieved them to be emblematic of the 
Passover; tbe B^ptians held them as 
an emblem of tbo renewal of the hu- 
man race after the deluge, and the 
Gbristians as the symbol of the Besur- 
recuion. 


In ancient times the eggs would be 


bojled hard anil dyed, then clergyman 
and layman alike would play ball with 
them, and after much sport eat them. 
The gay Easter regalia of femininity 
has become synonymous of the day 
and a new Easter hat or costume is ad- 
mitted^to be one of the national cus- 
toms and paterfamilas is expected to 
baUnoe up the asoount of his short- 
comings for the past year by contribu- 
ting liberally for this purpose.

The Feast of the Passover. 


Beginning at sundown last Wednes- 


day the Jewish festival of tbe Passover 
began, to continue eight days.

Jews to put aside all cooking utensils 
and crockery used daring the year and 
substitute new ones especially utilized 
during tbe Pesach or Passover Feast.

THE CATTLE QUARANTINE 


Stockmen Fear That Cattle From In- 


fected Districts May be Shipped to 
Nevada. 
A special order modifying the quar 


antine regulations in California was 
issued by the Department of Agricul- 
ture March 25,1898. A copy of this 
order waa received here »>id published 
in the JOURNAL of April 3rd. It 'states 
that "inspectors of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry are authorized to grant 
special permits, in accordance with the 
instructions 
of the 
Chief of that 


Bureau, for the movement of cattle 
from the State of California to other 
States after tbe said cattle have been 
inspected and found free from infec- 
tion." 


-Now a situation which may confront 


the authorities and stockmen of this 
State ia this : Supposing a train load 
of cattle is brought to Nevada from 
the infected districts of California, 
after inspection by the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry, with a permit fiomthf 
.uspectors, can tbe cattle be kept off 
tbe range in this state ? If so what 
means will ba adopted to prevent them 
:rom being turned loose in Nevadrt ? 
Phis is a matter that may be discussed 
and a course of action outlined at the 
meeting of cattlemen to-morrow. Men 
who have cattle starving in the infected 
district of California could afford to 
pay handsomely for the privilege of 
3emg permitted to remove those cattle 
to Nevada, and it is generally under- 
stood that prominent California law- 
yers have been engaged by tbe stock- 
owners to endeavor to remove any 
legal obstacles that may be interposed 
by the antboritiea of this State. Thoae 
who insinuated that the Governor waa 
weakening when be called the meeting 
I id not know what they were talking 
about. 


The Douglass Building in Virginia Col- 


lapses. 


At 10 minutes past 11 •'clock on Fri- 


dey night tbe residents and people ib 
the central portion of Virginia City 
were thrown ibto a panic by a terrific 
crash and a roar resembling a heavy 
explosion, quickly followed by a second 
roar of a similar character. People 
rushed from buildings clad only in 
heir night clothes 
and for a few 


moments shouts and acreams were 
heard on all sides. A dense cloud ot 
dust at the Douglass building showed 
where the disturbance occurred, bat 
tbe character could not at once be 
determined. 


When the air finally cleared suf- 


Jciently it was discovered that the 
Douglass building, a three story brick 
itruotnre bad collapsed. For fear fire 
would break out a hose cart waa called 
-ind then, notwithstanding tbe danger 
if falling nails and tbe darkness, an in- 
vestigation was made to see whether 
iny one had been killed or injured. It 
was soon found that all bad escaped 
without injury except the colored jani- 
or, Wm. Brady, who had been struck 
by a falling missile and was hart about 
the head. Luckily no one waa in that 
portion of tbe building which fell ex- 
ept Brady, the other occupants on the 
opposite side of tbe building hav- 
ug time between the two crashes to 
escape. 


The building was occupied by the 


Was'hoe Club, Douglass' offices, Major 
Eluffaker's law office, Con Abern'a Cry- 
stal saloon, Dr. Henneay and a number 
of other persons for offices and eleep- 
ng rooms, and the escape of the in- 
mates ia simply miraculous. A frame 
house next to the building, occupied 
by Ernest Beokert and family of five 
waa crushed by the falling walla and 
the escape of the inmates waa providen- 
tial. The Douglass building is a com- 
plete wreck and the portion of tbe walls 
yet standing will be pulled down. The 
front nail did not fall but leans far 
into the street and ropes were stretched 
to prevent pedestrians or teams from 
passing. The loss, as yet, cannot be 
estimated, but is considered large. It 
is also unfortunate for Virginia just at 
tbia time for the destruction of tbe 
building in the center of the business 
portion of the community ia a loss that 
can scarcely be estimated. 


A Sharp Answer. 


The City Council has through coun- 


sel, filed a sharp answer to Attorney 
Julien's complaint. The answer is a 
general denial of every allegation made 
by Mr. Jnlien and gives pointed rea- 
sons why tbe City Council was com 
Celled to employ special counsel to at- 
tend to tbe litigation mentioned,, in 
Mr. Julien's complaint and the Court 
is asked to distriss the action and that 
judgment be given against plaintiff for 
the coats so far expended.
